Claim That Centre Board 
Touched Ground Excuse for 
American's Action.

Dorval, Aug. 3.-To^ay' s race, which 
was to have been the final one for the 
Sea.wai.haka cup between the American 
challenger Constance and the Canadian 
lefender Clem-aim, has turned out most 
unsatisfactory, for skipper Duggan had 
to sail his bout over the course alone 
while Mr. Crane, of the Constance, after 
protesting the race through having taken 
ground with her centre-board in manocu- 
vering for the starting line; bad the Con- 
stance brought down from the course off 
Point Bclaire to the St. Lawrence Yacht 
Club' house at Dorval. 

There was a fresh southwest breeze 
all the morning, which increased now 
and again in puffs, but when the horn 
for the start arrived, at 1:25, the breeze 
was only a very moderate one, and had 
shifted more to the south, so that 
order to get a beat straight to windward 
the buoys hud to be changed Tin 
win, kept shifting all the time and con- 
tained to moderate. In fact it was 
regular Clencairn weather, and iu c hang- 
ing lie buoys it was found that each leg 
would have to be reduced to V/. miles 
making the course four times aroum 
to complete the twelve miles 

After considerable trouble of this kind 
and the buoys had been change,! three 
tunes, the starting whistle blow at 3:05 
and the waiting spectators now anxious- 
ly looked for a race. The Clencairn 
crossed the line at 3:05:15, but the Con- 
stance did not cross, having struck the 
' round while manoeuvring for the start 
s above stated. A verbal protest was 
made by Mr. Crane, but the officials de- 
cided to continue the racd and deal with 
the protest afterwards. 

By this time the Clencairn was well 
up the iirst leg, and a small yacht was 
sent to inform her to complete the course, 
overhauling the Canadian defender as 
she was about rounding the buoy. The 
Clencairn accordingly proceeded, and 
wjtlt the moderate wind which was blow- 
ing finished the twelve miles at 6:25:15 
well within the live-hour time limit. 

The official sailing committee have 
given out the following statement: "The 
course was set southwest by south from 
Upper Dorval light two miles to wind- 
ward. On the return of the committee 
boat Mr. ('.rune protested that the course 
was not due to windward, the wind hav- 
ing by this time hauled southerly. The 
course was re-sot, Mr. Post, the repre- 
sentative of the Seawnnhaka Club, 
being invited to accompany the members 
of the sailing committee in re-setting. 
On it being found that the course was 
slightly short of tl,,' mile anil a half, a 
verbal protest was made by the Seawnn- 
haka representative, a second protest 
being intimated on account of shoal 
water for munneurving around the wind- 
ward buoy. The sailing committee pro- 
posed to reduce the course from a mile 
and a half to one mile, but a protest was 
immediately intimated by Mr. Post. 
The committee therefore changed the 
starting line into Point Kelaire, and pro- 
ceeded to log the course one and a half 
miles to windward. The preparatory 
whistle was blown at 2:55, the first gun 
at II o'clock, and the starting gun at 3:05. 
The Clencairn crossed the line at 
3:05:15. The Constance did not cross 
the line. Subsequently Mr. Post, ne- 
tnicd by Mr. Crane, came on board 

th mimlttee boat and repeated to the 

hairmnn <>f the sailing committee that 
after the first gun the Constance had 
taken ground with her centre-board in 
manoeuvring for the line. Formal pro- 
test in writing, it was advised, would be 
mtered later." 
After two hours' sitting: the sailing 
ommittee to-night, awarded the race to 
the Glencairn.

\riz., Aug- 3.— Two Gntling 
guns and a detachment of artillery from 
the City of Mexico have been hurried, 
northward eu route to the scene of the 
Yaqul war. The troops arc being 
inarched across the mountains from 
points in the states of Chihuahua and 
Durango to join the forces now in the 
lield, und other reinforcements are rush- 
ing from all quarters. 

It. is reported that emissaries have 
been sent by the Yaqui leaders to 
ranches and mines till over the state of 
Sonoru, where men of the tribe are at 
work, calling then, to arms with their 
compatriots already in the lield, and 
many Vnuuis win. were employe*] in the 
big mining camps and on the haciendas 
as laborers have disappeared. 

Even in this vicinity. 300 miles distant 
from the scene of hostilities, the Yaquis 
are iu a state of disquiet, quitting their 
employment and going away, and those 
coming here from outside points in 
Arizona, where there have been many 
1'aqui I a 1 Hirers, report the same condi- 
tion of affairs. They usually travel by 
night, and nightly small squad's are re- 
ported passing through the town or along 
the road near by. all going in a southerly 
direction. 

Some fears are expressed of n descent 
upon the town similinr to that of August, 
18i)(5, when an attacking party took pos- 
session of the Mexican customs house 
early in the morning, and were dislodged 
only after a severe battle, in which they 
left nine men dead on the Held and car- 
ried away some twenty wounded. In 
that light Company (I of the Arizona 
militia participated, and it is from 
motives of revenge that the Yaquis now 
on the warpath have killed the Ameri- 
cans whose deaths have been reported. 
In former wars they always respected 
Americans, never molesting them. 

The situation here is considered so 
grave that Mayor Overton has com- 
municated to (Jnvernor Murphy a re- 
quest to the war department to send a 
troop of cavalry rroin Fort Huiichuaca 
for the protection of the town. 



St. Petersbur 
Messenger to-da 

communique reviewing lengthily the 
suit of The Hague peace conference, 
tor referring to the sympathetic re 
tion which the powers accorded 
Czar's magnanimous appeal for pea. 
proceeds: 

"The results of the conference have 
fully come up to the expectations of the 
government. It has been found neces- 
sary for the conference to postpone a 
definite settlement of the question of 
suspension of armaments until fully elu- 
cidated by the different governments. 
Nevertheless, the lightening of military 
burdens is already admitted by a unani- 
mous resolution. On the other hand .the 
labors of the conference will doubtless 
exercise an intlucuce in regulating the 
customs ol" war and stopping cruelties. 
The various states hnve agreed to use 
all resources in favor of the mainte- 
nance of peace and the abolition of 
war. 

The communique concludes: 
"Without iriiparing the sovereign 
rights of individual states, the results 
afford a fresh basis for international 

peace. N< ssity I'or a solution of the 

Czar's proposals was admitted by all 
the powers, and the march of events will 
indicate the means to be employed in se- 
curing the welfare of mankind and the 
full attainment of the objects in view."

A VICTORIAN'S HISTORY. j 

An Interesting Biographical Sketch of 
One Who Arrived Here Forty- 
six Years Ago. 

Mr. Henry Glide, of Erie street, will 
to-day celebrate the 4Cth anniversary 
„f his arrival in Victoria on the Hudson 
Bay steamer Otter. Mr. Glide is, there- 
fore, one of the oldest residents In Vic- 
toria ami stiil looks hale and hearty. 
The Lewis & Dryden Marine History 
has the following interesting "biography : 
••Mr Glide was born in England in 
1835. In lSoO he began an apprentice- 
ship with the Hudson's Bay Company, 
on the bark Prince of Wales, and was 
transferred from there to the steamer 
Otter in 1852, coming to the Pacific with 
her the following year. The voyage out 
was an eventful one for (Hide. 'Ihe cap- 
tain was intoxicated almost continually 
from the time they left the Thames un- 
til -well into the Pacific, and made such 
a long passage that all the crew, with 
the exception of Glide, were down with 
the scurvy. This threw much additional 
work on "the apprentice. Although the 
vessel left England in December, IS.-, 
it was not until the following August 
that she entered the Straits. Gere she 
narrowly escaped destruction, being 
caught by a strong tide and swept 
through between Tntoosh island and the 
Mainland, fortunately without injury, 
and on August -1th she reached Victoria. 
Mr Glide continued in the service of the 
Hudson's Bay Company after his arriv- 
al, and received the lirst pilot's certifi- 
cate granted in British Columbia. It is 
dated July, LS'kS, and was issued by Sir 
.lames Douglas nn.l Captain Prevost of 
EL M. S. Plumper. On the 8th of Au- 
gust of Hint year he sailed eight barks 
and two schooners into Victoria harbor, 
all frum San Francisco; and when they 
were discharged he took them out again, 
there being no tow boats in those days. 
In 1801 he married u daughter of the 
late Robert Laing. who had joined her 
father at Victoria in 1854. Mr. Glide 
left the water several years ago. and at 
present is living in contented retirement 
• in a snug cottage overlooking the en- 
trance to tile harbor into which ho sailed 
40 years ago."

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THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 



It is announced that the attorney-gen- 
eralship 1ms been offered to Mr. Hender- 
son, having been declined by Mr. 
Helmcken. Whether or not Mr. Hen- 
derson will accept remains to be seen, 
and if he does accept the chances for his 
re-election are more than doubtful. In 
any event the defeat of the government 
is inevitable. If Mr. Henderson accepts 
and is defeated that will precipitate the 
climax. If ho accepts and is elected 
the government will be defeated in the 
house. The Colonist wishes to point out 
in this connection that it has all along 
claimed that Mr. Henderson was the 
government's only recourse. How he 
will regard the offer of the post to Mr. 
Helmcken, we do not know. Any other 
man would resent it. 

The local government organ says that 
Mr. Helmcken wns intimidated by li is 
friends, and therefore refused the office, 
which it alleges be was willing to accept 
without any change of policy on the part 
of the government. Before commenting 
upon this we wish to draw attention to 
just what the Times denies. The Colo- 
nist made two statements on this sub- 
ject, which were a little differently 
worded, although substantially identical. 
In its local account of the incident it 
said: 

They offered if Mr. Helmcken accepted 
and secured the support of a few mem- 
bers of the opposition, to make some 
radical changes in the policy of the gov- 
ernment and to repeal some of their 
obnoxious legislation, which when pre- 
sented to the house was so necessary for 
the welfare of the province, but which 
l hey were willing to sacrifice to keep 
themselves in office. 

This the Times categorically denies on 
the authority of Mr. Cotton, the denial 
referring expressly to this extract, which 
was quoted, and that no mistake might 
be made about it, the Times says the 
denial applied to what appeared on the 
lirst page of the Colonist. Ordinarily a 
newspaper in denying a statement made 
by another, dues not feel called upon t'i 
specify the page oil which the statement 
appeared. The reason for this explicit- 
ness in the present case is obvious, for 
on page four of the Colonist of the same 
date there was the following editorial 
statement: 

It is generally understood that the 
attorney-generalship was offered yester- 
day to Mr. II. Dallas Helmcken and 
declined. It is also said that Mr. Cotton, 
who made the offer, coupled it with an 
intimation that tin,' government would 
alter its policy in certain respects if Mr. 
Helmcken would come in ami bring over 
with him two or three members of the 
opposition. f 

This is not denied. Mr. Cotton says 
the government did not offer to make 
any radical changes in policy and repeal 
some of their obnoxious legislation if Mr. 
Helmcken would accept; but he does 
not deuy that he intimated that, the 
government would be willing to alter its 
policy in certain respects if the desired 
deal could he made. To " the man on 
the street " there may be no difference 
between the two statements, but to a 
politician like Mr. Cotton there is a wide 
difference between an offer of radical 
changes and of the repeal of certain laws 
made by the government, and an inti- 
mation by himself that the jxilicy of the 
government would be altered in a 
certain contingency. 

The statement that Mr. Helmcken was 
intimidated by his friends does that 
gentlemen a great injustice. That he 
consulted with bis friends on the offer 
being made to him is altogether probable. 
It wns his duty to consult them. That 
they advised him not to accept is to be 
presumed from the fact that be did not 
accept. That they intimidated or at- 
tempted to intimidate hlfei is untrue, and 
the Times has simply been guilty of a 
coarse slander upon a gentleman whose 
assistance its political friendB Bought. 
We are satisfied also that it grossly mis- 
represents Mr. Helmcken when it Rays 
that he was willing to accept the port- 
folio without a radical changu of policy. 



We do not believe he would have accept- 
ed it under any circumstances, and we 
refuse to admit for a single moment that 
he would think about it unless he had 
some guarantee that the policy, which he 
had opposed, would be changed so as 
t„ conform to the wishes of bis consti- 
tuents and the requirements of the 
province- 

THE BOUNDARY DISPUTE. 

Senator Mills has been talking out of 
school. In ether words he has given the 
public an idea of the reasons why the 
United States commissioners were afraid 
to leave the Alaskan boundary question 
to arbitration. The Senator says that 
the true reason was that they knew they 
would lose, and he refers to sections 7 
and 10 of the treaty of 1S25, as throw- 
ing light upon the whole question. These 
sections provide that the vessels of Rus- 
sia and Great Britain shall have the 
right of free access to the ports owned 
by each nation respectively for the pur- 
pose of trading with the natives or to 
relit in case of damage by storm. From 
this the Senator argues very properly 
that the treaty must have contemplated 
that some of the ports would beloug to 
Creat Britain and some to llussia, 
whereas, if the contention of the United 
Stales is correct, Croat Britain would 
have no right whatever to any of the 
ports. The crux of the American con- 
tention is that the boundary line goes 
around the head of all the inlets. Mani- 
festly, if it does, not one of the inlets 
would belong to Croat Britain, and hence 
the provision that Russia should have 
free access to them would he absurd. 
On the other hand, if the line is drawn 
in accordance with the plain and ordi- 
nary meaning of the language used, nnd 
in accordance with the rules of interna- 
tional law, Croat Britain would have 
sovereignty over some, at least, of the 
harbors on the mainland of the conti- 
nent. Senator Mills distinctly says that 
the reason arbitration was rejected wns 
because the United States commissioners 
knew that under the language of the 
treaty Lynn canal belonged wholly to 
Canada. This interview is printed in 
the New York Herald, and may be ex- 
pected to have an imiwrtnnt effect upon 
public opinion in the United States, 
which will not sustain the government 
in taking a distinctly untenable ground 
against a friendly state, even though a 
few people on the Pacific coast may 
otherwise demand. 

An interview with Sir Charles Tupper 
in the same paper gave a few facts re- 
lating to the history of the dispute. He 
says that Joseph Chamberlain and he 
were directed to discuss the matter with 
the representatives of the United States 
in 1SS7, Secretary Bayard, Joseph Put- 
nam and Prof. Angel representing that 
government. Mr. Bayard suggested that 
the commission needed further informa- 
tion than was at present in their posses- 
sion, and the result was that each gov- 
ernment sent out parties to examine the 
ground. Sir Charles believes that arbi- 
tration is the only proper way to settle 
the dispute. 

The Chicago Keoord professes to give 
an .authoritative statement in regard to 
the negotiations. The Orcgonian thus 
summarizes the Record's statement: 



recently completed a deal whereby it 
becomes the owner of the tramway. 
While it, perhaps, will not use the tram- 
way, the railroad is in position to pre- 
vent the utilization of the pass by any 
other railroad. The effect of this rail- 
road's tactics have been to build up 
Skagway and depopulate? Dyea. The ef- 
fort of the Canadians to buy a port prob- 
ably will not be considered, unless it bo 
either Dyea or Skagway, the passes 
leading front these towns being already 
controlled by British capitalists, and 
they would not be wauled, because the 
passes could not be utilized by the syn- 
dicate. 

In its editorial comment the Chicago 
ItuOorsi presents statements which ap- 
parently are just. It says that its a 
general proposition, there is no good ar- 
gument against allowing the Canadians 
an outlet to the Lynn canal. It was 
held by the United States in dealing 
with Croat Britain that where a river 
arises in, one country and Hows through 
another country to the sea, the inland 
nation is entitled to the free and un- 
hampered navigation of such river to its 
mouth for egress and ingress. The 
lower waters of the St. Lawrence (low 
through Canadian territory, and by the 
Treaty of Washington they were upon 
this theory made open to American 
merchant vessels. In the Anglo-French 
Uashoda affair, England yielded to 
France the right of access to the Nile 
through British territory. It is also a 
principle of law that where one person 
owns land that cannot be reached ex- 
cept by going over the land of another, 
such owner is entitled to access to his 
land under certain conditions and re- 
strictions. That Canada should ho per- 
mitted to pass through the Alaskan 
strip lo tidewater is evidently not out 
of harmony with the accepted' principles 
governing in such matters. Such a 
privilege is not likely to interfere with 
any American enterprise or vested in-

It is known that at one time th 
was good prospect of settlement with 
Canada of the contention about tin 
right of passage from Lynn canal ovei 
into the Canadian territory just beyond 
the mountain range. Canada asked th 
right of way for a railroad from tide- 
water at or near the Haines mission, 
through Chilknt pass. This is the w 
ernmost pass of those reached through 
Lynn canal. Either Pyramid harbor, on 
onu arm of the canal, or Portage cove, 
on another, would have been used as 
the port Hut the commissioners on the 
part of the United States refused to 
accept the proposition, although Senator 
Fairbanks, of the commission, was in- 
clined to favor it. It was referred to 
President McKinley, who had a consul- 
tation with Senator Davis, chairman 
of the Senate's committee on foreign re- 
lations; nnd they turned the proposal 
down. It was Senator Davis who took 
the lead in this action. He was em- 
phatic in assertion of the opinion that 
the request should not be granted, and 
declared that, even if it were agreed to 
by the commissioners, the Senate would 
not ratify it. At the time of this re- 
fusal to grant the port and right of way, 
□ine out of the dozen points at issue 
had been settled, and but little re- 
mained to lie done. Upon the refusal of 
the American commissioners, the Cana- 
dian commissioners declared that then' 
was no use going further. But the 
commissioners of the United States of- 
fered the Canadians an alternative 
proposition, which was that the White 
I'ass & Yukon railway, now com- 
pleted to Lake Bennett, but then at the 
summit of White pass, should be made 
international, and that its right of way 
should be under the joint authority of 
the two governments, so that: soldiers 
or munitions of war or Canadian goods 
might he shipped inland to the North- 
west Territory under the same conditions 
that American soldiers, war munitions 
and goods were shipped, It was pro- 
posed to have the dock at Skagway so 
constructed that British vessels might 
tie up on one side and American vessels 
on the other. On one side was to be a 
complete Canadian custom house <tnd on 
the other an American custom house. 

But the Canadians refused this, and 
the termination of the effort at treaty 
making turned upon the difference be- 
tween the merits of the Canadians' de- 
mand for this port at or near Haines' 
mission and the Skagway international 
proposition of the United States com- 
missioners. 

These statements come through a citi- 
zen of Chicago, who has extensive in- 
terests in Alaskan enterprises. The Chi- 
cago Record has them from him. He 
adds, what is well understood, that 
there are hut few feasible routes from 
the Lynn canal through the Coast, 
mountain rnnge, and none practicable 
at present from any other inlet. Of the 
Lynn canal passes, one, the White pass, 
beginning at Skagway, is controlled by 
the White Bass & Yukon railroad, an 
English and American corporation, own- 
ed by Englishmen, Another is Chil- 
koot pass, which is reached by landing 
at Dyea. Chilkoot pass is monopolized 
by an overhead tramway, which curries 
passengers nnd freight. This company 
lias a franchise which controls the pass. 
The Yukon & White PnsB railroad has 



A GREAT TUNNEL. 

The proposed tunnel between Scotland 
nnd Ireland is attracting great attention 
at present, and it is said that the money 
is all ready to put the work through, if 
the British government can see its way 
clear to guarantee 3 per cent, on the capi- 
tal stock of $50,000,000. The tunnel 
will be 35 miles long. It will start from 
the outer shore of the peninsula lying 
seaward of Loch Ryan and end a little 
north of the entrance of Belfast Lough. 
The tunnel will not be straight. It will 
run due west for about 10 miles, when 
it will bend to the southwest, continuing 
this course until it reaches the Irish 
coast. The actual distance under water 
will bo 25 miles, but at each end land 
approaches 5 miles long will be required. 
Lord Londonderry, who is at the head of 
the project, says there are really no en- 
gineering difficulties in the way. He 
thinks that with present appliances the 
work can be done in 10 years, but ex- 
presses the opinion that as the work 
progresses, methods will be hit upon, 
so that ttie whole enterprise can be com- 
pleted in a considerably shorter time. 

Lord Londonderry thinks that on the 
construction of this tunnel the city of 
Calway will at once spring into great 
prominence as a seaport. He claims this 
city to he the most convenient port for 
trans-Atlantic steamers, and says that 
by the time the tunnel is ready for work 
trains will run from Calway to Belfast 
in three hours. From Belfast to Car- 
lisle by way of the tnunel the time would 
be less than three hours, and from Car- 
lisle to London the time is six hours. 
"That makes eleven or twelve hours 
from Calway to London," says his 
lordship, and he adds that steamers run- 
ning to Calway would save several hours 
as against those running to Queenstown. 
This scheme involves a new line of rail- 
way across Ireland, in connection with 
the tunnel. He is very hopeful that the 
government will give the necessary guar- 
antee, which the promoters ask shall 
take effect only when the tunnel is ready 
for business. 

The tunnel at its lowest point will be 
500 feet below the surface of the water, 
tin? reason of the bend in it being to 
avoid the necessity of going to a greater 
depth. If it were not for this, it would 
be possible to make the tunnel nbout 
three miles shorter. Examination has 
shown that the ebnractor of the rock to 
be cut through is as good as could be 
desired, nnd although there is always 
danger that fissures may be met, which 
will give trouble by letting in the water 
from above, it is not supposed that they 
will prove a very serious obstacle.

While the cars rattle along the slopes of 
Bulldog mountain, he will see Lower Arrow- 
lake spread out before him a mirror of the 
most perfect beauty of mountain, lake nnd 
forest scenery In the world. Scarcely hns 
he crossed the summit and lost sight of 
Arrow lake when n new wonder bursts 
upon his view, nnd there below Is Christina 
lake, lovely, calm and placid, with Its 
wooded shores and Its majestic mountains. 
From Christina lake to Kettle river It but 
a step, nnd then the traveller Is rushed 
along the banks of the most enchanting 
river In the West. I hnve strolled nnd 
hunted along the banks of this lovely river 
when the woods that overshadow the 
crystal waters were gold nnd green nnd 
purple; nnd I have almost prayed to the 
gods that my lot might henceforth be 
among the glades and woods nnd meadows 
and gardens of the Kettle Itlver Vnlley. 
But while this land of lottis-enter In not 
for me, blessed are they whose waking 
hours nre spent In the shadow of the 
lovely mountains thnt overlook the Kettle 
river. Not nil the benuty of the romantic 
Rhine nor nil the loveliness of BlncVwnter's 
tide enn rlvnl the enchantment of this 
vnlley of the Kettle river. And this Is 
the country through which the Columbia 
it Western railroad will enrry the traveller. 
And yet It was not for tourists, poets or 
artists that millions nre being spent build- 
ing this 'railroad. When completed It 
will extend from the Columbln river to 
Hope on the Frnser. It will cross three 
dividing ranges nnd It will tap the richest 
mlnernl region on the globe. It will be 
nenrly 400 miles long, nnd It will be seen 
thnt this vast mineral country over which 
this Columbia ft Western railroad will 
spread Itself is a kingdom In Itself nnd 
n kingdom richer In golden treasure thnn 
any ever before given by the gods to the 
tons of men. 

One of tbe branches of the Columbia ft 
.Western rvlll extend south from Eholt nnd 



spread Itself out Into a number of tiny 
branches grldlronlng the slopes ami sum- 
mits of the district enclosed by Boundary 
creek and the north nnd west fork of the 
Kettle river. This district Is as large as 
an Ontario county or a New England state, 
and it.s mineral wealth promises to sur- 
pass anything ever known before. It looks 
as If It would produce more copper than 
Butte and more gold than South Africa. 
Of course, not an ouuee of gold or n pound 
of copper has yet been shipped therefrom, 
and the value of these vast mineral de- 
posits can only be guessed at till the rail- 
roads and smelters are In full swing.

of almost fabulous extent. "Our ore bodies 
In the Knob FIlll and Ironsides are so ex- 1 
tensive," said Superintendent Williams to- 
me recently, "that when the time comes 
we shall quarry and not mine. It will he 
just as easy for tis to mine a thousand 
tons as a hundred tons a day." 

The Stemwlnder, the Brooklyn, the Raw- 
hide and other mines owned by the Mann 
& Mnokenle people' are just as promising 
ms the Knob Hill and Old Ironsides. Sena- 
tor George Cox Is associated with Mann & 
Mackenzie, and they are about to build 
smelters to treat the ore from their mines. 
In the came gold belt also Is the Tamarack 
and Monarch, owueil by It. B. L. Brown, the 
world-renowned mining engineer, Mr. 
Brown holds a judgment against Paul 
Kruger for u couple of millions, which, I 
understand, the United States will pretty 
soon enforce; but I am told by the best 
experts thnt the Monarch ami Tamarack 
will make Mr. Brown more money that his 
Judgment against the Transvaal. Lying 
between the Tamarack nnd Knob Hill Is 
the War Eagle. Three crews are actively 
developing (he War Eagle, nnd Mr. Peter 
Joyce, the superintendent, hopes to make 
as big n mine as Brown's Monarch or Dan 
Mann s Brooklyn or Jay Graves' Old Iron- 
shies. I looked over the property along 
with Major Leeklo and Alexander Dick, 
and both these excellent Judges of mineral 
property look for golden things for the 
War Eagle. These nre only some of the 
mines In tbe Greenwood camp. They nre 
being developed by men of large capital, 
nnd It looks ns if they would furnish vast 
traffic to the railroad, large employment 
to lnbor and big dividends for many gen- 
erations to come. 

It Is Impossible yet to say what the 
value of the ore In the Greenwood camp 
will nvcrnge. Roughly spenklug, It ought 
to run nbout one-half ounce In gold and 
about twenty-five pounds of copper to the 
ton. But the ore can be mined In large 
quantities, for the deposits nre phenomenal.

There Is 1,000 fert 
of Rhnfts and tunnels In the B. C, but 
when the railroad renehcB tao .nine ore 



hoisting and compressor plants will be 
Installed, nnd then the B. C. will take its 
place ns the biggest copper producer In 
British Columbia. This mine has been 
developed under the management of Major 
Leckle, and happy fruits of rare scientific 
knowledge nnd sound business Judgment nre 
at once apparent In the work done In this 
mine. Closer to the II. C. Is the R. Bell, 
a mine In Its ltiltinl stages of develop- 
ment. In a crosscut from the 50-foot level 
the vela has been Intersected nnd a ledge 
three feet wide of rich copper ore has 
been proven. This ore runs 15 per cent. 
In copper and is very high In sliver, n.Vl 
It looks as If the It. Bell would become 
a phenomenally rich copper mine.

The 
Lone Star ami Washington Is a phenomenal- 
ly rich mine. It baa Immense deposits 
of- high-grade ore, ami it looks as If it 
would take Its place among the most noted 
mines of the (simp. Around the Lone Slur 
and Washington ure other groups of mines 
of great promise, nnd 1 shall not be ut 
all surprised to see the CP. It. reap Im- 
mense profits from White's camp. To the 
west of Greenwood City is the Dead wood 
camp. In this camp Is the Mother Lode, 
a mine owned by New York capitalists. 
I measured myself 202 feet of solid ore 
between walls in this mini'. It is not a 
high-grade ore, but it will pay to work 
on a large scale, and some day It will 
make fortune for Its stockholders. The 
Mother Lode people arc nbout to build a 
smelter, and tbe railroad Is granded to 
within a mile of the mine, and will be 
ready to haul ore In ninety days. 

Close to the Mother Lode Is the Morri- 
son. Peter Joyce", under whose able man- 
agement the Great Centre Star mine of 
Rossland was developed, went through the 
Morrison with inc. lie was highly pleased 
at the work done, and at the earmarks 
the Morrison gives of developing into n 
great mine. A tunnel was driven to strike 
the main vein at a depth of 170 to 600 
feet in; an uprise wns made to the shaft 
ami the tunnel Is la 10 feet beyond the 
shaft, and Is expected to strike the vein 
at any moment.

These mines give fair promise 
from the surface, and with depth rich de- 
posits of native silver have been discover- 
ed, and this ore Is being sacked and ship- 
ped and is found to run thousands of dol- 
lars m the ton. The development Is high- 
ly gratifying to the people of Greenwood 
as well ns to the syndicate of London nnd 
Canadian capitalists who own these prop- 
erties. 

It I the development of the mines, the 
building of railroads and the Influx of ex- 
perts and capitnl from all purls of the 
world that make merry times la Green- 
wood. I find no pessimists here. The 
folks believe that the mounftllna surround- 
ing Greenwood nre store houses of mineral 
wealth surpassing anything ever yet dis- 
covered, nnd they expect to shnre In the 
golden harvest of the morrow. Thnt mor- 
row will bring many nnd varied disappoint- 
ments, for human life Is a life of vicissi- 
tudes; but yet this country will enable 
multitudes to live In happiness nnd com- 
fort, nnd will confer wealth nnd affluence, 
if not renown and fame, upon some of the 
soldiers of fortune whom chance or fnte 
wnfted to these glorious mountain regions 
of the West. ■ I'.

The steady How of wnter through 
this magnificent system Is an object les- 
son to engineers to make ditches only where 
a good foundation can he secured and to 
look carefully to the grade. 

The Cariboo's system Is a perfect piece 
of work. It embraces three lakes, boot 
Jack, I'olleys .-and- Moorelicad, and will 
give the mine now a steady flow of prob- 
ably .",1)00 Inches during the entire season. 
A telephone system connects all reservoirs, 
and there nre calling stations at vnrlous 
places along the ditch line connecting every- 
thing with the manager's and secretary's 
offices. Water Is now being used In both 
the old Chinese workings and In the South 
Fork diggings. Neither place Is yet proper- 
ly opened. The Immense height of the 
hank, about 400 feet, necessitates the use 
of much powder, and Immense mines are 
tired occasionally nt the top and along 
the edge of the hank. At each blast there 
Is a warning from the foreman In the mine, 
a bugle call from the. gateman at the pipe- 
head and In the pit a hern blows. Men 
rush to the shelter huts and for five minutes 
the hills resound with the echoes of the 
Musis, great clouds of smoke ascend and 
work Is again resumed and In one or two 
hours the same thing Is repeated.

HOW THE LAST MAN WILL. DIE. 

Fates Thnt May Overtake the Survivor 
of the Human Knee. 

Astronomers tell us Unit the day amst 
come when the earth will, like the 
moon, wheel through the heavens a 
dead and barren ball of matter— airless, 
waterless, lifeless. But long, long be- 
fore that time man will be extinct, will 
have disappeared so utterly that not so 
much as the blenched skeleton of a 
human being will he visible in all the 
millions of square miles of the surface 
of this planet, says London Answers. 
Unless hy some huge and universal 
cataclysm the whole race is swept at 
once into eternity, it is hut reasonable 
to suppose that man, like any other 
race of animals, will disappear slowly, 
and that eventually there will be but a 
single human being left — some old, old 
man. gray headed and bearded, and left 
to wander alone in a solitude that may 
be imagined but not described. How 
will he die, this hist relic of the teeming 
millions that once transformed the face 
of the globe and ruled undisputed mas- 
ter of every living thing'.' There are 
many fates that may befall him. He 
Usui go mail with the horror of loneli- 
ness and himself end his own miserable 
existence. He may lie eaten by the 
vast reptiles or giant insects which will 
then probably infest the solitudes. But 
bis fate may be far weirder and more 
dreadful. Scientists say that as we 
burn the coal and limber we nre still so 
richly supplied with, we let loose into 
the atmosphere an ever-increasing 
volume of carbonic arid gas. Much of 
this is taken up by plants, but not. all. 
It must increase and eventually poison 
the breathable air. tilling the valleys and 
mounting slowly to the hill-tops, where 
the last remains of animal life are 
striving for existence. The last, man 
will climb higher and higher, but event- 
ually tin- suffocating invisible fluid will 
reach and drown him. 

Again, it is said that the earth as it 
gets older is cracking like dry mud. 
These cracks will increase until at last 
they will let the waters of the oceans 
and rivers sink into the fiery centres of 
the globe. Then will occur an explo- 
sion so terrible as may startle file inhab- 
itants of neighboring worlds. The last 
man in this case will probably lie some 
Arctic explorer or Eskimo whom the 
vast plains of ice around will save 
from instant death and leave to grill a 
few moments till the ice continents are 
swallowed by red-hot gases and steam. 
Suppose these earth cracks develop 
more slowly, they may suck away the 
water without devastating explosions. 
Then the last man's fate will be the 
worst describable. He will die of thirst. 
The scene of bis death will probably be 
the great valley of the bed of the Atlan- 
tic ocean, off the Brazilian coast, half 
way between Bio Janeiro and the Cape, 
where now six miles of green water lie 
between the steamer's keel and the 
abysmal slime beneath. There, hope- 
lessly digging in the ever-drying mud, 
be must perish and leave bis bones to 
pandi on a waterless planet. The Ant- 
arctic polar ice cap lias been growing 
thicker and heavier for uncounted ages. 
The distance from the south pole to 
the edge of this lee-cap is 1,400 miles. 
The ice rises steadily from the edge to 
the centre. At that centre it. cannot be 
less than 12 miles in thickness — twice ns 
thick as Mount Everest is high. Sup- 
pose it splits. Imagine the gigantic 
mass of water and ice that will come 
sweeping up north over the oceans and 
continents of the earth. Where, then, 
will the last man breathe his final 
gasp? High up in the snows of some 
great range he will perish miserably of 
cold and starvation, looking down on a 
huge shallow sea beneath whose tossing 
•e aters will lie the whole of the races of 
the world. Or last, and perhaps dreari- 
est fate of all. the human race may out- 
live other animals and last until the 
sun. as some day it must, grows dull and 
cold, and vegetation dies from the 
chilled earth. The miserable remnant 
of earth's people must then slowly die 
out after ages .of an existence to which 
that of the Eskimo of to-day is a para

Besides the fabulously rich quartz 
ledge from which his most treasured 
specimen came, Captain Irving reports 
that rich free-milling ore has been un- 
covered at I lie head of Big Horn river, 
to the southeast of Otter lake, and eight 
miles from the mouth of Big Horn 
river.

These finds are in British Columbia 
and only about :it) miles from Skagway— 
and they nre.nnly sumo of many equally 
indicative ot the superlative richness of 
the country and of the great extent of 
its mineralized area.

TWO WOMEN IN THE KLONDIKE. 

Mrs. Hitchcock's Story of Trail and 
Tent Life in the Golden 
North. 

The first impression produced upon 
the reader of "Two Women in the Klon- 
dike" is that the author writes out of 
a tail experience, and one lays down 
the book with the conviction that she 
could tell very much more if she chose 
to do so. The literary merits of the 
book are notable. Mrs. Hitchcock has 
a style of her own, which is almost clas- 
sical in the absence of superfluous des- 
cription or attempts at word-painting. 
She tells an anecdote— and her book 
abounds with them— in a <lin-ct and sim- 
ple fashion, which brings the incident 
clearly before the mind's eye. That any- 
one, much less an educated lady, could 
make a tour up the Yukon from its 
mouth to its source just the other side 
of White Pass and not be impressed 
with nhe scenery would be impossible. 
Our author certainly was impressed, but 
the bits of description lit closely into the 
narrative in a natural way. They are 
as much a part of her story as the scenes 
are a part of the lite in the golden 
Northland, of which it is the purpose of 
the book to tell. 

Perhaps the most valuable feature of 
this book lies in its fidelity to every 
day life on the river, in camp, on th 
trail and in the mines. Tile Klondik 
rush will go down into history. It i 
the first on record where men have risk 
ed all. even life itself, in a rush for 
gold to the land of the midnight sun. 
There have been other gold rushes, and 
the list is yet far fl'inn complete, but 
that to the Klondike is unique. M 
Hitchcock can hardly claim to be 
historian, for she makes little effort in 
that way, but. she is unquestionably 
lirst and only writer to tell the world 
just what it was like, that is. how it af- 
fected individuals. After all, this is the 
true history of the rush. Details of 
dates, and how many people were car- 
ried by this steame r and how many by 
that; the doings, bad. good and indif- 
ferent, of officials ami governments; 
these were a pari of the news of the 
day. and the papers gave it all. Then we 
had the writers in search of sensations, 
whose chief object was to send out 
something that would lend itself to the 
grotesque illustration of a Sunday news- 
paper. These things had their use. lint 
what people want t" know is just what 
the life itself was like, and this Mrs. 
Hitchcock tells us in a fashion that dis- 
pels any suggestion of exaggeration. The 
book is (die that deserves the wide cir- 
culation that it is gaining. 

The illustrations aro many, and nil 
from photographs. Tl'ey have been se- 
lected with good judgment, the idea be- 
ing to represent characteristic scenes and 
incidents, and not merely to make the 
pages look pretty. 

The talented author has in prepara- 
tion a bonk dealing with Atlin, which 
she has visited and explored. It will re- 
ceive a hearty welcome from all who 
have read "Two Women in the Klon- 
dike."
